ty. Most, if not all of us, who are past the} 
weridian of life, can very well remember,

lew of us were ever chastised more than we! 
leserved, Indeed, it is quite possible, that if} 
some of our good mothers had used the plain-| 
tun rod a litte more freely than they «hd, it 
would have been better, all round, | have not 
the shadow of a doubt, from comparing the 
results of the different systems, that the one 
Which allows and even enjoins corporeal punish- 
ents, in eases of extreme obstinacy and per- 
verseness, is the best. But to bring the ques- 
ton atonce to a satisfactory issue, let us ap- 
peal to the Bible. Solomon was an affectionate 
lather; was endowed with pre-eminent wis- 
om, and above all, was div inely inspired; and 
What does he say? The rod and reproof cive 
wisdom, bul a child left to himself bringeth his 
mother to shame. Correct thy son, and he 
thal give thee rest; yea, he shall cive delight 
wale thy soul. He that spareth his rod, hateth 
c son; bul he that loveth him, chasteneth him 

mes. Chasten thy son while there is hope, 
and let not thy soul spare for his erying, 
Foolishness is bound up in the heart of a child; 
but the rod of correction shall drive tl far from 
him. Withhold not correction from the child: 
Jor if thou beatest him with the rod, he shall 
“ol die. Thou shall beat him with the rod, 
tad deliver his soul from hell.

God dealeth with you as sons; for what son is 
he whom the father chasteneth not? But if ye 
be without chastisement, whereof all are par: 
takers, then are ye bastards, and not sons. 
Furthermore, we have had fathers of our flesh, 
who corrected us, and we gave them reverence: 
shall we not much rather be in subjection unto 
the Father of spirits, and live? For they, 
verily, for a few days chastened us after 
their own pleasure: but for our profit, 
that we might be partakers of his holiness. 
Now no chastening for the present seemeth to 
be joyous, but grievous: nevertheless, alfer- 
ward it yieldeth the peaceable fruits of righ- 
teousness, unto them which are exercised there- 
by.* Now, what is the scope and meaning of 
this argument, but to prove, that Divine chas- 
Usements are necessary and highly salutary 
in the church of God, just as parental chastise- 
ments are in their respective families? Here, 
then, isa futher who loves his wayward son 
so much better than God does his children, 
that he cannot bear to correct him! He can 
tell the child when he is sick, * you must take 
that bitter medicine; or you must submit to a 
paintul operation, te make you weil; butseten- 
der are his feelings, that he cannot inflict the 
discipline which the Scriptures so explicitly 
require! 

But although it is so plainly the duty of 
parents, in some cases, to use the rod, the 
eflicacy of it depends exceedingly upon the 
manner in which it is used; and much more 
discretion is needful than is always exercised, 
If you correct your child with great severity, 
fur some trifling fault; if you fall upon him 
and beat him ina passion, even when he de- 
serves to be severely chastised; or, if because 
the duty is so painful, you hurry it through as 
quick as possible; or if you repeat the punish- 
ment too often; it will do burt, rather than 
good, by irritating and hardening the offender. 
The following, among other rules, are extreme- 
ly important to be remembered. 

First. ‘ Forbear threatening’—that is, take 
care that you do not wear it out by repetition, 
The boy that is told in aloud and menacing 
tone, half a dozen times a day, ‘If you don’t 
mind better, | will flog you,’ is pretty sure to in- 
fer that it will be time enough to believe it, when 
the blows actually come; or if he is punished 
at all, it will most likely be in such a way, as 
todo more harm than good, All the faculty 
which some parents have for family govern- 
ment, seems to consists in stern and reiterated 
threats; but threats when oft repeated and 
rarely executed, are worse than nugatory. If, 
after trying all milder means without effect, 
you feel itto be your duty to use the rod, tell 
your child also, in a low and serious voice, 
(the lower the better,) and let him know what 
to depend on if he transgresses again. ‘This 
done, he as good as your word. Let him see 
that when your mind is once made up and you 
have announced the penalty, there is no es- 
cape. But the more rarely you absolutely 
commit yourself, the better; because unfore- 
seen contingencies are so apt to make you re- 
gret that you did not leave room for the exer- 
cise of a sound discretion, 

Secondly. Never use the rod when you are 
in a passion; or rather, never suffer yourself to 
fall into a passion with your child, however 
great may be the provocation. What I mean 
is this—never litt your hand to punieh him, 
when you are angry. You are not in a con- 
dition to do it judiciously, er to any good 
effect. ‘Take time to cool down. Let him 
see that you are perfectly calm, before you lift 
your hand over him, and that you act advised- 
ly, Just as you would in the discharge of any 
other painful duty, This will add greatly to 
the efficacy of the punishment.

although the Franks who now inhabit Pera, 
are far superior in their moral character to 
their ancestors, yet unfavorable impressions 
towards that cluss of men remain, All who 
wear the hat are despised by the Osmanli, 
dut a foreiguer is nevertheless au object of 
curiosity in Constantinople, although his dress 
may be despised—and the ladies, even those of 
great respectability and rank, will address the 
stranger with child-like simplicity and frank- 
ness, und overwhelm him with questions. 
They appear under less restraint when with 
foreigners, than when with the natives. Mr. 
Oscanyan stated that when he was preparing 
to quit Constantinople for this country, he 
clad himself in an European costume, and 
walked about the city. He met the carriage 
of the Sultana, the sister of the Sultan, who 
suppesing him to be a foreigner, beckoned him 
tu approach, aud entered into conversation 
with bim.—Her surprise, of course, was ureat, 
on discovering that he was a native of Con- 
stantinople. ‘Tne Osmanli women are free 
from vanity and affectation, and possess deep 
feelings, with great simplicity of manner. 
Accordiu.g to Mr. Oscanyan, the ladie= form 
quite av important part of the community in 
Constantinople, and contribute much to the 
happiness of society. Europeans appear to 
be quite ignorant of the general state of soci- 
ety among the Osmanlis, both in the Harem 
and the Salamlik. ‘The education of the fe- 
males is usually acquired at the common 
schools, and is not of an elevated character. 
Phey attend school until they attain the age of 
ten years, when they are taken under the itm- 
wediate surveillance of their mother. It must 
therefore be evident, that owing to the inferior 
character of the public schools, and the short 
tume devoted to instruction, that the education 
is limited, and is afterwards neglected. There 
are, however, among the QOstmanli ladies, 
many exceptions. Some have exhibited lit- 


country, It should be borne in mind that the 
Language of Flowers, the language of affection 
and love, had its origin among the ladies of 
Constantinople, Literary excellence is never 
despised, but on the contrary is respected by 
both sexes ‘ 

The girls and the boys are brought up togeth- 
er; both receive the saine education at an enrly 
age, and are subjected to the same influences. 
‘The boys are frequently seen in the Harem, 
and the girls in the Salamlik—it isata later age 
that the girls are confined exclusively to the 
Harem. Mr. O. described the Harem, as a} 
place bearing no resemblance to a prison, an 
error too often entertained, but as the seat of 
domestic enjoyment and happiness; and so far 
trom ‘Turkish ladies trembling with fear, in 
the presence of their lords and masters, noth- 


Mr. Oscanyan exposed the error of another 
opinion, which has been long entertained 
throughout Christendom, viz. that the Mahom- 
edans believed that women have no souls, an! 
are consequently far inferior in the scale of 
creation to men. Those who advance this 
opinion, must be utterly ignorant of the Ma- 
homedan creed, as there is no such doctrine 
laid down in the Koran. Mahomed did not 
deny immortality to the inferior animals, and 
itis not likely that in his writings he would 
withhold it froin woduan. ' 

The Osmanlis are great observers of form 
and etiquette in all their intercourse with each 
other, and a good deal of form is observed 
when an Osmanli of rank enters bis Harem, 
into the presence of his wife or mother. The 
Osmanli, with other nations of the East, al- 
ways holds his mother in great reverence. 
When he wishes to visit her in ber apartment,

he sends a message by an attendant, requesting 





outit. Till their patience is exhausted, the | 
child may do what he will with impunity; but | 
when they get excited, woe be to him, unless | 
he can shift to keep ont of the way till the | 
storm is over, Surely it were better never to 
use the rod at all, even in the worst cases, than 
to use itin a passion. Thousanls have been 
hardened by such corrections, where one has 
been reformed. But on the other hand, I can- 
not advise a parent to wait till the proper oc. | 
casion has passed by, with the intention of | 
discharging the painful duty at another time; 
for if he does, he will probably find some ex- 
cuse for not discharging it at all. 

Thirdly. Whenever you are driven to the 
dernier resort, take time to administer the 
punishment deliberately and effectually, what- 
ever else may be neglected. ‘The effect de- 
pends much less upon the number and heav- 
iness of the blows, than upou the manner in 
which they are inflicted. Lonce knew a moth- 
er delay her tea nearly an hour, to bring a little 
spirited flax hair to terms, when he had taken 
a knife from the table and refused to give it 
up. It required more use of the switeh than 
she had any thought of when she began; but 
the strokes were light and far between. When 
he did surrender, it was at discretion; and his 
mother never had to go over the same ground 
with him again. If your child is older, and 
you feel bound to correct bim for some serious 
fuult, take him into a room alone, where you 
can have opportunity to set bis sin before bim 
in its true colors, and convince him that pain- 
ful asthe duty is, God has enjomed it upon 
you, and you cannot neglect it without incur- 
ring bis displeasure. Let him see too, from 
your countenance and from the tones of your 
voice, that every stroke costs you more pain 
than it does him; and he must be perverse in- 
deed not to yield and reform. Very rarely, 
I believe, should even a slight corporeal chas- 
tisement be finished and the child dismissed in 
less than a quarter of av hour; and in many 
cases, much more time is requisite to produce 
the desired effect.

Here they are under no restraint save 
what is conferred by propriety, and here for- 
eigners may not only see them, but converse 
with them, aye, even flirt with them to their 
heartv’s content. ‘The dress of an European or

Turks are beginning to avail themselves of 
them. A far greater number than formerly 
now travel; and as they see more of the world, 
their minds expand and lose that narrowness 
which bas characterized most of them, They 
are taught the important lesson of punctuality, 
whieh they seem never yet to have learned, 
All these boats have their appointed hours for 
starting and touching on their way. Whoever 
is 1M season, is taken on board; and whoever 
is tardy, is left behind, be he a Turkish Col- 
onel, or Pasha, or a person of ever so high a 
rank. This is what the higher ‘Turks never 
have been accustomed to. They have been 
in the habit of making those beneath them 
wait for their slow movements, at however 
much inconvenience, But the rapidity of 
steam will not yield to them in this respect, 
Phey are, also, ‘taught equality. As all pay 
alike on board these steamers, so all fare alike, 
It not unfrequently happens that a great Turk 
is on board, and teels that he must, of course, 
have the first place and be served in the best 
manner, as he has always been accustomed to; 
but he seon finds that the poor peasant is en- 
gets a #8 much attention as himself. And, 
pwr Vf ditch be mav plyod bie rank and 
staneing in lifes hk avails bin nothing in this 
instance. He is put ona level with ali those 
whom he has been in the habit of regarding 
with more or less contempt. To many of 
them all this is by no means agreeable: but 
they cannot help themselves. ‘They find there 
is no remedy; and thus they are gradually fal- 
ling in with the rules of punctuality and equal- 
ity practiced on these vessels. i 

Another impression lett on the Turkish 
mind, is that of the superiority of the western 
nations over them, A large proportion of the 
Turks have usually regarded themselves as 
superior to all nations. Many of them are so 
ignorant as to regard Turkey as the great em- 
pire of the world, while all other nations are, 
as it were, so many of its dependencies. They 
have supposed themselves possessed of all the 
wisdom and learning of the world, and have 
been unwilling to allow that other nations were 
equal to them. But here they have a practi- 
cal exbibition of European superiority. Such 
a specimen of skill and ingenuity as a good 
steamer presents, they have never yet produced, 
And they are struck with surprise on seeing 
so many, and such beautiful, ingenious, con- 
venient and rapid steam vessels, making head- 


away. Whatever may be the income of the 
ollice, over and above the salary, will hence- 
forth go into the royal treasury, Sel(-interest 
and the prospect of gain will not Operate as a 
motive to exact an unlawful amount from the 
people. Doubtless, wrong will hot entirely 
cease; but the grand occasion of it will be re- 
moved, The salaries will probably not be 
near us large as the amount which has hither- 
to been necessary to support the style in which 
these rulers live. The consequence will be, 
that a very large number of their attendants 
will necessarily be dismissed. And the num- 
ber of these, to an American, appears very 
great. Many of them have families. and all 
of thein must find their support, w hich in some 
Way or other, must come from the people. 
But if the number of these attendants is de- 
creased, the expense to the people frou: this 
source will be proportionally diminished,

‘The latest innovation, and one which ex- 
cites a good deal of feeling among his subjects, 
is the adoption of quarantine regulations, 
You are aware that the plague has of late 
years been a regular visitor to this empire, and 
has swept its thousands into eternity. ‘To 
prevent its return, and to check as far as pos- 
sible its spread, when it has appeared, quaran- 
tine has been instituted. As this whole sub- 
Ject ts new to the Turks, it is very imperfectly 
observed. It is, in faet, in the way itis at 
present managed, no quarantine. But as the 
beginning of a good regulation, which in a 
year or two, may grow tuto a regular and well 
conducted system, itis to be regarded as « har- 
hinger of good. Very many of the Turks look 
upon it as a direct violation of their religion, 
Most of their religious books condemn the idea 
of guarding against disease. If men are to die

LETTERS FROM TURKEY. 
Broosa, sia Minor, July 7, 1838. 
To the Editor of the Cincinnati Journa/. 


My Dear Brother,—A recent visit to Con- 
stautinople guve me an opportunity of noticing 
the improvements in progress among the 
Turks. ‘The present Sultan seems disposed 
to introduce as many as he can; and they are 
following each other in as rapid succession as 
his nation will bear, Most of them are of a 
political bearing; but all of them have a ten- 
deney to elevate his people, and to give them 
a higher rank among the nations. And in an 
indirect way they are certainly, in a measure, 
preparing the way of the Lord. In this point 
of view, all these innovations and changes are 
matters of deep interest to the Christian, 

One of the first things which struck me, was 
the number of steamers now regularly plying 
between Constantinople and various places in 
these sens.—Four years ago, I believe, there 





was only a single steamboat, which ran with 
some degree of regularity: now they are mov- 
ing in every direction, One day there were
